Wealto finde that the Prieſts have adviſed the Magiſtrate, 
and ſtirred them up to the diſcharge of duty in matter of 
re/ormation ; Thus did Azzriah to Aſa: they have aifo re- 
proved Kings for particular finnes : ſo did Ga8 and Nathar to 
David, and the Apoſtles exampie, warrants the ſame under 
the Goſpel! : Pay! both repioved, and exhorted King A- 
grippa: Now although theſe be diſtinct Ofkces, yet they are 
bur on* in theworke of God : boti have their power and 
authority trom God : yet I conceive one may not meddle 
with the execution of the others office : The ſword is given 
torule, to puniſh, and to defend; They Keyes are given 
for do&rinall inftructions, and for exerciſe of ſpirituall go- 
vernment : tocxamine, toadmonith, to correct,to ſulpend, 
or ſhut out by excommunication; this ſpiritual! govern. 
ment and cenſaures of the Church, when authoriſed, belongs 
to them : Therefore the Apokile ſpeaking ef Elders, mentl- 
oneth two ſorts : one thar labcur in the word, the other

leſſe, there was a very ylortous proteition 1n thoſe that thall 

come and ſay unto Chriſt at the latt day, hue we net prophe- 

ſiedin thy nam: *and in thy name ceſt out dovils ? and in thy nane 

done many wonderfull works ? yer tO rheſe Chrſtthall idys I 

never knew you , depart from me, ye that worke iniquitie. 

Piefled be the Lord God offolts: for he bat. avenged 
himſcife on our enemies. that ſought our Lives, States, 2nd 
rhe thraldome of our poſterities : He [tirred up a Joſhua ard a 
Caleb to goe out with our Armies : and mighty ctuogs have 
b:en done by them. But whodid 11? was it God, or men ? 
1:it were God, as who dare d:ny : why doe menboalt , as if 
they had done ail ? nay, why doth. one. part. of the Army 


boat, which were the minor number, . and deny the major 


part their juſt due? for the prai'e as Inftiuments, belongs to 
all : not toone part, morethen to another : Its aſurerule,

Nov for prevetion of more wrath upon Erg/and : vive 
me lezve to commend unto your molt ſerious corfiieration 
theſe three Queries. Firſt, whether all afflictions and miſe- 
ryes, that betalla ma1, ora Natton he not from God, for the 
puniihment of finne: I thinke the affirmative will be granted 
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by all : Then ſecondly, whether it have beene uſuall with 
God to remove any attiition or judgement from men, cr 
Nation, without ſome proportionable reformation, except 
it have been to bring ſame greater 1n the roome ? if fo, then 
confider in the third place, whether Gods hand he mor (i] 
tt:erched our againſt Eng/and: we are but in part delivered 
from the ſword of a deitroying Enemy : And yetyye ſee fa. 
mine hath invaded the kingdome: The placueof Peſtilence 
is alſo broken is,the infection ſcattered,which isa , mptome 
ef greater milevies , as if God would yer pu2iſh us tenne 
times more for onr iniquities, 

From herc: I inferce, that we arennt yet areformed peer - 
ple, but Gods avger Is {t1]] hot againſt us, Cod bath ſmit ur, 
41d we have not turned io him: The voyce of God CryeStous 
inthe GCiry and kingdome, but we will not heare; Te rod of 
affliQion ſpeaks to us in our own language; yer we bear not what 
#t ſaith, nor who hath appointed it : although God ſend his 

judgements inthe worid that we might learne righteouſse(ſ; : 
Therefore it concernes us now to examine our lelves, ard 
Jadge our ſelves,not cenſure every man his brother,as we do, 
bur our own hearts, find out our owne finnes_our pride, and 
hypocriſie, and felte love,ſce what it is by which we have thus. 
provoked God: and {ay toour own hearts as David, I im the 
114%; not as we doe, thou art he, or another is he, to jultific 
our ſelves, and fay(a: ſome doe) we need not ſ6 much as con. 
feſſe fine to God : weare holy, we are rivhteous, and the 
ſeed of God is inus, we cannot finne, we have new and !nf:1!j- 
ble light revealed, 8c. Let us take heed of theſe tings and 
reforme theſe, andall finne, as God requires of us, and we 
have Covenanced with God , leaſt God cut us off both branch 
ard rufh in ene day. 
Among many ralgning finnes at-this day in England ,take 


Into ſevere conſideration theſe fix whether all, or ſome: 


of them, are not chiefe cauſes of Gods inflamed wrath a- 
oainſt us; firſt thar Gods worthip is-not reſtored; which in 
all times ef Reformation hath ever beene the firſt work : 


But we like the people 27: Haggze , lay the times 3s not come: 


that the Lords bouſe ſpould be built; do not we, as they , ſecke 
great 
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great things for our ſelves ? we FAR our own houſes, {eek 
to make np onr own loffeszevery man in whoſe hands 1r 
is to have opportunity for himſclfe, makes himſelfe whole ; 
thovgh out of the ruines of ethers, as well affeted, and as 
much 2 loſer as he, FKnt we fafter the Lords Heaſeto lie 
walte ; the Boare ons of the Word, and the wild beaſts of the 
field, deſtroy it : we uie no meanes to take theſe little Foxes 
that fpoyle the Vine + nor ſupprefle thoſe that pollute hoiy 
Doctrine. Contider that for this very finne the Prophet 
reils us, wee ſhall ſow much, and bring litth in, eate and not 
bave enongh, and the wages earned ſhall bee put in a Bagge 
with boles 3; Do not Herefies ear up truth , as Tares and 
cockle eat up the Wheat ? and;yet ſuffered. Was It a finne 
in the Church of Pargamus to ſuffer them that held the 
Do&trine of Balaam ,. who canted Balack to: caſt a ſtnmb- 
ling block before the people, and ſuch as held the Doctrine 
of the Nicolaitans ; and 1s it no ſ{inne in the Church , or 
Stare of England? ſurely they could have pleaded con!cience 
for their opinions : yet it was Pergamws finne that they were 
not ſuppreſſed. 

Secondly , conlidet the oppreſſion connived at, the great 
friends oppreflors tind to detend them ; who like the Kine ot 
Bafpan opprefle the pocre , and cruſh the needy, &c. bur

Is noe 
every day pew cut faſhions invented, and ftrange attire t- 
mitated, andnuſed ? dowe not ſee the lofty looks of men, 
art hea: their (lout words, ſaying as Ephraim, the bricks are 
broken downe, but wee will build with bewen ſiones , &c. Gon- 
{:der what the Lord faid ro Ephraim ( and h-th cane it to the 
full) I will ſet up adverſaries againſt Him,and joyn his enemies te- 
gether, the Syrians betore and the Phuliſtins b-aind, and they 
lta'l d-vour &c. od 
Fifthly conſider the conterr pt of Gods Miniſters and thoſe 
embaſſadors ſent to us by Chriſt : with whom hee hath 
fatd bee will bee tothe end of the World , {u-cofhively: and bath 
deciared that they that receive them receive hize ; but they that 
contemne them contemne Chrift ; the way to make the me(- 
{19e corte mptible is firſt to deſpiſe the meflenper, ſor what 
honour (þall the Goſpell receive if the Mintfters of the Goſ- 
p:il b= diſhonored ? Ferzſalem thus contemned the meſſen. 
Yers of God , and diſhonored his Prophets, zentill tbe wrath 
nj God aroſe againſt the people, and tbere was 10 remedy ; who 
ſees not that 1t 1s already wit us as was foretold by the A- 
poſile, thar men would not endure ſound doctrine, out after their 
ewn luſts,hexpe up Teachers to themſelves , having itching. Eares. 
Sixchiy,corficer, whether tne breach of a ſo emne Covec- 
nant be not a curſing and deſtroying finne ; and conſider if 
the people of England he not guilty before God of this fv, in 
a high manner, I ſpeak nat as hetween Nation, and Natier, 
but 2s we all ftand in relation to Gnd, in covenant for Eccle.

I'.is evid nt,thac ater fome hundred of years, when Saul 


the frrit King of Iſrael brake that Covenant, and pur ſome cf 
the Gibeonits to death, Gol ſent a famine in the Land for 


three years ; holy David enquired of the Lord the cane of 


that F:min*, nd receivedthis anfwer,it ws for the bloudy act 
of Saul. &4e, 1 onely urge this tothewy what a great Gn the 
b:cach of Covenant 1s.not to paraleil ti ar Coreant with ours, 


Now to conclude, vith rhe pretent atfaires oi the Kingdom. 


Ic is thus ! notivichſtarding our © ovenant for unity, weare 
more divided ; wee play @ game of three parts, Malig- 
rant, Covenanie ;,and libzrtin* ali have their ends and make 
faRtions, bur God ha'h ditheartened the firſt, hy many happy 
ſucceflcs of late : fo that there is lefſe fear. Andd-ubrleiſec 
he will diſappoint the third in their d:Ggnes,1nd bring them 
tofhame,or make them Covenant rs wita us; for when they 
have more light they will ſee they have carried on the Jeuits:
